I hope thai: this letter reaches you in good health. 
On Monday the 31 Rajab 1431 AH, corresponding with the 
28 June 201 0, immediately after the Fajr Salaah at your 
illustrious and respected institution, the news of the tragic 
passing on of a special servant of Jami'a Arabia Islamia and a 
pioneer of the faculty of Tajweed in this country, Hadhrat Qari 
Isma'eel Saheb, reached us. 

Hadhrat Qari Isma'eel Saheb was truly a remarkable individual 
who Allah (SWT) had blessed with many outstanding 
characteristics, of which a few noteworthy of mention are: 

One of the fundamental characteristics of Qari Saheb, which 
differentiated him from his fellow scholars, was that with 
attaining perfection in his field of expertise, he was a 
personification of good character, compassion, love, dignity, 
humility and simplicity. 

Another admirable quality of Qari Saheb was that he dedicated 
his entire life to the learning, teaching and propagation of the 
Holy Quraan. It is in this regard that the leader of both the 
worlds, Rasulullah (SAW) is reported to have supplicated: 

I beg of You through the waseelah of that name of 
Yours through which Your 'Arsh remains stable and firm... and 
through the waseelah of Your Grandeur and Magnificence, and 
through the waseelah of the Effulgence of Your Being that You 
favour me with the Glorious Quraan and enlighten my flesh, 



my blood, my sight and my hearing through it and grant me 
the ability and strength to act upon it." 

It is well known, that the very personification of this du'aa was 
none other then the late Qari Saheb. 

There was not a moment in his life that was not beautified by 
his perpetual recitation of the Clorius Quraan. His heart and 
his mind, his sentiments and concern were also overpowered 
by his love of the Glorious Quraan. He was constantly 
searching and probing for new and improved methods of 
imparting the sciences of Tajweed and the teachings of the 
Glorious Quraan. 

It is for this reason that today, within our shores and abroad, 
hundreds of his students have become a means of Sadaqah-e- 
Jaariyah for him and a means of the elevation of his rank in 
Akhirat. 

It is truly a remarkable accomplishment, that withstanding all 
his duties and responsibilities, Qari Saheb still managed to see 
to the affairs of the Jami'a. 

Although he is not present amongst us today, the legacy that 
Qari Saheb has left behind, is one worthy of being emulated. 
His life has taught us that through humility and self-sacrifice 
man can attain the heights of leadership and acceptance. The 
reality and proof of the life that he lead was evident at his 
burial, where with broken hearts and teary eyes we laid him to 
rest. 

May Allah (SWT) join him with His pious and righteous servants 
in the eternal gardens of Jannah. And may Allah (SWT) grant 
Qari Saheb's relatives, friends and family as well as your 
respected self and the Muslim community in general 
Sabr-e-Jameel. May Allah (SWT) grant the Jami'a an able and 
suitable replacement. Ameen.
